German Claims. 

(The German high com- 
mand announced that further 
positions on the heights had 
been captured by Axis troops 
in the fortifications area of 
Stalingrad, “notwithstanding 
obstinate resistance.” On the 
Black sea rim of the Caucasus 
front the Germans claimed 
that 6,758 Russian prisoners 
had been taken in capture of 
Noverossisk, but the high 
command admitted that bitter 
fighting still raged in the area 
of that Russian naval base— 
capture of which the Rus- 
sians have not confirmed. On 
the Terek river front in the 
mid-Caucasus the Germans 
said the Russians had counter- 
attacked with loss of 64 out of 
100 tanks.) 

The first news of the new Ger- 
man attack from the west of Sta- 
lingrad was disclosed in Monday’s 
midnight communique, which re- 
ported a Russian retreat in that 
sector. From this side of the city 
a railway runs to the town of Ka- 
lach on the east bank of the Don, 
directly west across the steppe.

Dr. C. R. Adams, accompanied by Commissioner Charlie Brown, Mr. 
Mac Bolen and another man, came to see us at 1:30 or 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing and got us out of bed with a prepared statement requesting us to sign 
said statement, which we did sign. This statement was to the effect that 
Fulton County did not build a horse ring for Mr. Johnny Grass in North 
Fulton County. After signing this statement we both realized that altho 
the county did not build the fence around the horse ring, that Fulton 
County did use convicts, machinery and materials on this property. build- 
ing up the ground and installing 39 feet of 15-inch concrete pipe and build- 
ing head walls of rock and concrete at each end of the pipe line—all of this 
work was done by Alpharetta Camp upon the direct order of Dr. C. R.

Total Mobilization 

That our British ally is mobilized for a 
genuine all-out war effort can be seen in 
figures disclosed by Godfrey Ince, director gen- 
eral of manpower for the ministry of labor. 
In a recent speech before the Women’s En- 
gineering Society, Ince gave out new and 
striking figures in Britain’s all-out mobilization 
of both manpower and womanpower in the war 
effort. 

The figures are interesting for many reasons, 
but particularly to Americans because they tell 
a real story of girding for action against our 
common foes. Men from 41 to 48 years of age 
thus far registered under the Registration for 
Employment Order total 2,000,000, and women 
from 18 to 42 nearly 8,000,000. Registrations for 
military service and industry together total 


2 


17,000,000 men and women. This out of a 


population of about 40,000,000. 

If there is added to this total the registra- 
tion of boys and girls, special industrial regis- 
trations and registrations for fire prevention, 
the total reaches the staggering figure of 24,- 
000,000. It must be remembered, too, that reg- 
istration of men up to the’ age of 50 and 
women up to the age of 45 is proceeding. 

All in all, the fact that Britain is reaching 
the limit of mobilizations should cheer us in 
this country. It is Another indication of strong 
poison for the Nazis.

Patriots or Politicians? 

President Roosevelt, in his message of Mon- 
day on inflation and the cost of living, placed 
individual members of congress in a position 
which will, undoubtedly, make many of them 
squirm. At the same time he afforded them 
perfect opportunity to demonstrate to their 
constituents whether they place the winning 
of the war first of their objectives, or whether 
they are more concerned with holding their 
jobs, with thelr own re-election, than they are 
with the war situation. 


The election cOmes on November 4. There 
has been, beyond doubt, a strong tendency in 
congress to postpone decision on issues which, 
to the strictly political mind, might endanger 
votes. Thus congress has beén afraid to tackle 
the proposed extension of the selective service 
law to youths of 18 and 19 years of age. Too 
many congressmen think parents of these 
prospect’ve soldiers would resent their earlier 
induction. 

Congress has shown no anxiety to enact the 
new tax bill before November. It is an ancient 
axiom among podliticlans that voters dislike 
increased taxes and are apt to show their 
resentment at the polling booths. 

And, perhaps most significant of all, con- 
gress has steered clear of all legislation désign- 
ed to put a ceiling either on prices for farm 
products or on the wages of labor. Too many 
congressmen have an eye on the farm and 
labor votes. 

Now, the President has set October 1 as a 
deadline for congressional action to hold farm 
product prices to parity and to stabilize wages 
at the present levels. The President, rightfully, 
prefers that these actions be taken by congress 
according to the democratic tradition. How- 
ever, he states, without equivocation, if congress 
does not act by that date, he will settle the 
problems himself by Presidential edict, a course 
which the wartime powers he holds clearly 
permit to him. 

It is perhaps unfortunate, in 3s"ch a situa- 
tion as this, that congressional races in the 
south are decided by the party primaries which 
are now being held. Thus there will be no 
chance to measure the patriotism of southern 
members by their action on these measures. 
Their re-election or defeat will be decided long 
before October 1. However, it will be interesting 
to watch the reaction of members from other 
sections to the President's request. 

Incidentally, though too many members of 
congress seem unable to realize the fact, it is 
nevertheless true that, this year, the voters as 
a whole are anxious only for one thing—that 
is, to win the war. Few of them care at ‘ll 
what taxes they must pay because they know 
victory costs much. Nor are they concerned 
with the economic profiteering of any group— 
farmers, union workers or any others—except 
they are determined all such hindrances to 
early victory must be stopped.

Assuming we 
do not have any serious setbacks by then which would seriously 
reflect on the management of the war by the administration, the 
Democrats undoubtedly will renominate the President.

Pp C 8.—Stalingrad is Jo- 
e i seph Stalin’s own pet 
t ty city, named after 
him. It is the key point on the 
Volga, symbolic, fabled and cher- 
ished river to the Russians. Stalin 
said that Moscow would not fall, 
and it did not fall. I understand 
that he told Prime Minister 
Churchill at their conference that 
Stalingrad would not fall, and he 
has stuck to it that it would not 
fall. 

At Stalingrad were built most 
modern and extensive steel and 
armament plants. Here are the 
arms and resources close at hand 
for forming a powerful defense 
line around the city. A few weeks 
ago Stalin himself again inspected 
them to see how they were pro- 
gressing. 

A tank or gun fresh from the 
plant has not to be moved far to 
its position in the pattern of de- 
fense. Bigger guns than mobile 
ones for fiéld battle can be util- 
ized. Their areas of long range 
fire are thoroughly plotted to 
cover all enemy approaches. Gun 
crews have their definite tasks 
assigned. Volga river transport 
has facilitated the concentration 
of larger Russian forces around 
Stalingrad. Unless the Germans 
capture the main Caucasian oil 
fields, they must take Stalingrad 
and control the Volga to cut off 
the oil supply route to the Rus- 
sian army. The Russians fight 
to save both oil fields and the 
supply route. If the Germans fail 
to take the oil fields and cut the 
supply route they have not reach- 
ed their goal of this summers 
campaign. That is the issue at 
white heat in the ferocity of the 
terrific German assaults and the 
ferocity of the Russian resistance.

Surprise ing their own re- 
cent communiques 


For Nazis the Germans met a 


surprise in the immense force of 
men and arms the Russians had 
massed around Stalingrad. Their 
inability, in spite of their own 
great concentration, to take Stal- 
ingrad by storm may indicate that 
they are in for a siege against 
powerful, well prepared fixed de- 
fense lines. In that case, their in- 
fantry will have to attack through 
successive deep belts of barbed 
wire under the sprays of bullets 
from chains of machineguns set 
in concrete  pillboxes. Tank 
charges will face the fire of anti- 
tank guns equally well emplaced. 

German dive bombers cannot 
get Russian troops, tanks and 
supply columns in the open as 
they did on the Russian retreat. 
Ammunition dumps are buried. 
There are bomb proof ‘shelters in 
the active defense area and in the 
city itself. Surprise maneuvers by 

e Germans are more difficult. 
When they do drive a wedge by 
sheer weight of attack Russian 
guns and tanks can support the 
infantry in a squeeze play coun- 
terattack. With superior num- 
bers, skill, tanks and air power 
the offensive is bound to win in 
the end, and the offensive is with 
the Germans.

ualties.

Storage facilities have been has- 
tily provided for reserves in the 
north safely out of the present 
German offensive. 

Russia’s oil deposits, however, 
are far from limited to the Cau- 
casian fields. Those in a small 
compass at Baku afforded the 
cheapest output in the most avail- 
able location. 

What is called a potential “sec- 
ond Baku” of deposits, thought to 
be as large as those in Caucasia, 
exist in an area stretching from 
the Volga to the Urals, 600 to 900 
miles beyond Moscow. These have 
been rapidly developed in the last 
year and are coming into increas- 
ing production, which ought to 
furnish enough supply for the 
Russian army if not for agricul- 
tural tractors. In the coming year 
Russia may be shorter of planes, 
tanks and food than of oil owing 
to the loss of mines, arms plants 
and grain —:

No nation has ever been rich enough to spend 100 billion a year 
for war without bankrupting itself and bringing ruin upon its people. 

Yet that is what we are doing, and must continue to do. and 
it can be done without inviting disaster if our people have the 
understanding and character to do it. 

In fact, the cost of war does not matter so long as enough of 
the money spent reappears as national income and is siphoned back 
into the treasury to be spent again. 

Literate people understand this, 
siphoning. 

When people spend money to repair and improve their homes, 
they do not consider the money lost. And yet, because we never 
have learned that a free country is the private property of its 
citizens, taxation has always seemed a kind of legalized holdup. 
The money seemed thrown away for nothing. 

We realize that taxes are necessary, but think somebody else 
should pay them—somebody who has more money than we have. 

Politicians know how we feel about it, and try to curry favor 
with the poor-folks majority by “soaking the rich.” That worked 
in ordinary times, but it can’t solve the problem of revenue now. 

“Tax those who can afford’to pay” was the old slogan, but now 

it must be amended to read: “Levy the tax where the income is.” 
When national income is more evenly distributed, it follows of 
necessity that national taxation must be more evenly distributed. 
The fresh cows must provide most of the milk. 
_ This year the experts say our national income will be 112 bil- 
lion. Of that sum, over 40 billion will be earned by people making 
less than $5,000. And while the gangs incomes are now 
taxed almost as heavily as possible without killing the source of 
the golden eggs, there is almost no effort to recover a fair propore 
tion of the 40 billion. 

It would be fun to forget the war and spend the new high wages 
in carefree pleasure. But unless the government recovers enough 
of its expenditures, either in the form of taxes, or as loans on war 
bonds, it must finance the war by creating new money. And that 
will mean inflation—which means the destruction of money's value, 
so that the highest of wages become starvation wages. . 
. If people would live as frugally as possible, and put every spare 
nickel into war bonds, that alone would save us. But they won't do 
it, and the only other way to get back the mony is to tax it back.

And you are probably 
in good shape. 

Normal weight varies. With a 
light frame, you should weigh less 
than with heavy bones and a wide 
frame. With small bones, you can 
figure your normal weight at 100 
pounds for the basic five feet; with 
a medium frame, 105 pounds; with 
a heavy boned, wide frame, start 
with 110 pounds for five feet of 
‘height. For each inch over five 
feet allow five pounds. With an 
exceptionally heavy frame, you 
add an extra 10 per cent. 

You can’t be fit with flabby 
muscles. Nor can you have good 
measurements. Muscles that are 
kept in tone are connect and have 
a better contour. Result: You 
have a good figure. 

Let’s see how your proportions 
stack up. For a really good fig- 
ure, your waistline should be 
eight to nine inches smaller than 
the bust measurement and the 
hips only one to two inches larger 
than the bust. A passable figure 
has a waistline six inches smaller 
than the bust and hips three to 
four inches larger. A poor figure 
is under and over those specifica- 
tions. If your figure is really bad,
